Here are some updates from me in BOLD, 
l. How is the pocket park conversation coming? 

Councilmember O’Farrell discussed this in detail with LADWP GM David Wright last week. 
We have learned from LADWP that one of the conditions of the gift from Mr. LaKretz to 
LADWP specified that a ’’community center” be placed on site. LADWP is in discussion with 
Mr. LaKretz regarding placing a smaller ”drop-in” center at the location along with an EV 
station/parking. I know this is not what you had in mind, but there is funding in place to do 
this and, as LADWP both owns the site and has the conditions to consider, this is what they 
are pursuing at the location. In the meantime, they appear to be making a much more 
concerted effort to physically secure the property so that trespassing is not taking 
place.
